Some days ago our police authori­ 
ties received a dispatch front Mr. lt.G.

A sharp lookout was 
kept for trace of the runaways and 
yesterday a clew to tlieir whereabouts 
wasohtained which resulted in placing 
both of them in the hands of the of­ 
ficers. Cruz was found about five 
miles from the city working in a field 
on tlie ranch of Mr. Ituhio.

Subsequently the hoy 
was found by Ofiicer Sands concealed 
in a Spanish house in Sonora, and 
also taken into custody.
